Many  persons  outside  the  field  of  vocational  education  conceive  our  func- 
tion as  a  process  by  which  we  confer  manual  dexterity  plain  and  simple. 
This  criticism  may  have  held  true  in  the  past,  but,  as  graduates  having 
spent  two  to  four  years  at  McCann,  you  realize  such  criticism  is  ob- 
solete now.  The  difference  between  vocational  education  and  vocational 
training  is  not  one  of  semantics  but  of  course  content  and  point  of  view. 
The  student  or  worker  is  not  simply  a  pair  of  hands;  he  is  a  person  with 
a  claim  to  individual  dignity,  regardless  of  whether  he  makes  a  living 
over  a  lathe  or  in  a  library. 

The  newer  vocational  education  programs  reflect  this.  They  recognize 
that  a  man's  education  must  prepare  him  for  every  aspect  of  life,  not 
just  for  the  time  he  spends  on  the  job.  These  programs  help  you,  the 
vocational  student,  understand  the  relationship  between  your  work  and 
the  total  world  in  which  you  live.  Consider  how  the  vocational  education 
program  here  has  been  broadened  to  develop  every  student  not  simply  as 
an  employee,  but  as  citizen,  as  father  or  mother,  and  as  a  distinctive 
human  person  with  a  life  to  live  as  well  as  a  living  to  earn.

Beauty  Culture 


The  Beauty  Culture  course  enables  stu- 
dents to  learn  the  skills,  techniques, 
and  trade  necessary  to  become  gainfully 
employed  in  the  field  of  Cosmetology. 
This  course  develops  the  student  into 
a  well-informed,  conscientious, 
safety-minded  beautician.  The  students 
learn  cleanliness,  accuracy,  and  pre- 
cision in  all  work,  P-he  care  and  use  of 
all  tools  and  equipment  used,  and 
develop  within  themselves  the  ap- 
preciation of  natural  beauty,  creative - 
ness  and  the  standards  of  cosmetology. 

While  in  the  shop,  students  have  a 
chance,  among  other  duties,  to 
change  the  color  of  their  hair,  and  to 
try  different  hair  styles.  Other  prac- 
tical aspects  of  Cosmetology  are  ap- 
plied in  the  shop. 

The  State  Board  requires  that  a  stu- 
dent be  sixteen  years  of  age  and  pass 
all  subjects  in  the  tenth  grade  in  order 
to  transfer  to  this  course.

Electricity 

The  Electrical  course  offers  a  student  the 
knowledge  necessary  to  become  a  safe  and 
skilled  apprentice.  He  gains  creditable 
working  hours  toward  a  Journeyman's  li- 
cense. Theory,  science,  National  Electric 
Code,  and  blueprint  reading  are  taught  by 
Mr.  Dickinson.  This,  in  combination  with 
the  laboratory  work  with  Mr.  Hartlage  and 
Mr.  Hamlin,  is  devoted  to  the  training  of 
students.  A  typical  day  may  find  our  boys 
installing  a  practice  job  in  motor  control, 
working  with  generators,  or  even  doing 
maintenance  work  on  the  school  electrical 
system . 

Seniors  may  be  eligible  to  work  as  appren- 
tice electricians  with  the  General  Electric 
Company  in  Pittsfield  through  the  Co- 
operative program.

Here  the  student  ap- 
plies the  theories  to  practical  applica- 
tions in  electronic  experiments  dealing 
with  AC  and  DC  principles,  vacuum 
tube  and  transistor  operation  and  the 
various  types  of  electronic  equipment.

Mrs.  Hatton's  related  classroom  in- 
struction is  applied  in  the  kitchen  and 
bakery  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Can- 
tone .  Students  are  also  exposed  to 
cafeteria  work  under  the  guidance  of 
Mrs.  Ostrander,  the  school  dietitian.

On  these 
days  the  students  prepare  and  serve 
the  entire  meal.  During  the  school  year 
the  students  serve  over  fifteen  hun- 
dred patrons .

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Roberts 
and  Mr.  O'Connor  the  students  learn  to  oper- 
ate with  control  and  precision  the  machines 
used  in  the  shop,  as  well  as  putting  into  use 
the  theories  of  machine  work  taught  by  Mr.

Metal  Fabrication 


Our  modern  space  age  demands  that 
our  working  force  supply  an  unlimited 
number  of  skilled  craftsmen  with  the 
ability  to  shape  metal.  The  Metal  Fab- 
rication department  is  vitally  involved 
in  the  preparation  of  such  craftsmen. 


The  related  aspects  of  this  program 
are  taught  by  Mr.  Brazeau.  Included 
is  metallurgy,  applied  mathematics 
and  blueprint  reading. 

The  practical  application  of  this  theory 
is  handled  by  Mr.  Walden.  In  the  shop 
students  perform  such  jobs  as  gas, 
heliarc  and  metallic  welding.  They 
also  work  on  layout  and  fabrication  of 
sheet  metal.  Finished  products,  per- 
haps motivated  by  their  athletic  in- 
terest, range  from  metal  backboards 
for  the  basketball  court  to  an  eight- 
man  sled  for  the  football  field.

Plant  Maintenance 


The  purpose  of  Plant  Maintenance  is 
to  prepare  young  men  to  work  in  the 
maintenance  department  of  commercial 
and  industrial  establishments.  The  shop 
work  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Babula  and  Mr.  Rosse.  The  related 
classroom  is  handled  by  Mr.  Choquette. 

The  curriculum  includes  training  in 
woodworking,  painting,  electricity, 
machine  shop,  plumbing,  heating  and 
metal  working . 

During  the  four  years  the  students  are 
guided  in  three  forms  of  Plant  Mainte- 
nance: general  maintenance,  following 
specific  instructions;  specific  trade 
basics,  painting,  plumbing  and  heating 
repair  service;  "thinking  maintenance,  " 
diagnosing  mechanical  and  technical 
problems  and  prescribing  corrective 
measures .
